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!♦ Reference A forwarded a report on TJIHILL’s double agent case against 
Jaroslav ANTOS, Paragraph 6 outUned UI«IlL»s suggestioa that a plan be laid 
to arrest ANTOS inVWest Berlin and also contalnsd UH1ILL*8 query idiether 
KUBARK would be willing to assist or cooperate in Ibis proposed action* 

2. References B and C provided a clear indication of KNBARK interest in the 
UT^ILL plan and suggested that, if more complete infoxmation vere fumi^ed 
and several questions resolved, KDBASK would be willing to support and 
facilitate an effort to arrest ANTOS', 

3o We were, therefore^ puzaled by receipt of Reference idiich sta'bed that 
UPHILL'S thinking has hot yet developed to the stage ^ert the CS shop has 
consulted the political section, which Is a step prior to 'Coy flm planning 
for executive action, 

U, Inasmuch as ANTOS has scheduled fu'ture meetings with <3QR£MK, and will 
presimably continue to drive the agent to West Berlin after the meetings, and 
particularly since “the case now appears to have even less long-range viability 
than before. It Is Headquarters' view ~that there now is more, ra'ther than 
less, reason for UHIILL to. consider executive action against ANTOS and we 
would greatly appreolate a fliUer explanation of UPHILL'S position and views 
on this case. We feel that this explanation would be benaflolal not only 
from the standpoint of clarifying the ®ORIMM case, bub from the broader 
vantage point of deteimining UHIILL' s interest, motives, oapabilltles. and 
in'bentions In 'this and possible future oases of a H^ 1 «l^^aT» nature, 

5, We suggest that in addition to outstanding questions Included in 
References B and C, UPHILL'S comments be solicited on the foUowlngt 

a. Paragraph 6 of Reference A states that UPHILL suggested that a pTa» 
be laid -bo arrest ANTOS in West Berlin* This clearly implies that some 
responsible au'thority in UPHILL had sanctioned this proposal* Refer- 
enoe D, idiloh forwarded the UPHILL explanation that the CB shop had not 
yet conferred with the pplitloal section, strikes us either as an 
excuse for -«dthdrawlng ^e proposal, or else an admission that the plan 
was merely in off-the-cuff thou^t by one or two UPHIILers* We are, of 
coin's e, prepared to consider and if possible render assistance to 
UPHILL proposals for operational activity of this type, but in view of 
the considerable time spent at Headquarters in disoussing gnri obtaining 
approval of several ocmponents for KUBARK to partioipate, we feel that 
before a proposal of this type is submitted, it should be clearly 
spelled out idiether such a plan is a prsUminary suggestion by an UHIILL 
desk officer, or a proposal •sdiioh UPHUL has apprtved or at least staffed 
out to the extent that final approval is a stroixg possibility* 

b* Notwithsta n di ng the confusion on UPHILL'S posi'tlon, we are still 
interested in the possibility of taking action against ANTOS. On the 
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basis of Reference D, it seems to us that the situation has not 
materially changed so far as the merits and possibility of apprehend- 
ing ANTOS are concerned*. Ihe fact that he did not drive the ag.<mt 
to Tempelhof may complicate our planning, but since be still; . eni'ered 
West Berlin with the agent, it would appear that the GIS; does 'not 
necessarily mistrust 30RAM more than previously* Basically we 
believe that if we decide to attempt to apprehend MIOS, the neoessafy 
groundwork should be laid and the arrest warrant obtained* If it then 
proves physically impossible to locate ANTOS and dORAltl together in 
West Berlin, we obviously will not be able to carry out the arrest* 
However, there are numerous possibilities of apprendLng ANTOS with 
(SGHAM in West Berlin besides waiting for bln at the Tempelhof air- 
field (a stake-out of the most commonly used sector orossing pointe 
at times tiien ANTOS is expected to drive 0GRAMH to West Berlin is one 
possibility), and we do not believe that the faot that ANTOS ohanged 
the area where, he deposits 8GRA1UT in West Berlin should be oaUse for 
dropping all efforts to apprehend ANTOS*
